DESERT GARDENING 
Lawns, Plants Need Special Care 


Anyone who has reason to study 


lawn pest control soon sees a dif­ 
ference between the method for 


killing lawn insecta and that for 
controlling diseases. 


With lawn insects you can take 
it easy until there are some signs. 
Curing the diseases is difficult and 
tedious. 


Compared to picking out a lawn 
fungicide — one that will work- 
picking out a lawn insecticide is 
not as difficult. Malathiun and di- 
brom are excellent dealing with 
above-surface lawn pests bur are 
useless against the 
below-grown 
pests.

Y o u 
should shade plants where possi­ 
ble, go light on fertilizing and use 
peat moss to retard evaporation.

and a stoical disposition on the 
part of the Amateur Gardener. 
Plants Like Humidity 
Unless the trees in your garden 
afford ample shade for the roses 
and o t h e r delicate plants you 
should turn your efforts toward 
keeping them alive until the mid­ 
day showing on the thermometer 
gradually shows lower tempera­ 
tures. For many years past June 
has been kind to the Amateur Gar­ 
dener, so this must be looked on 
as an off year — perhaps. 
Under today’s conditions lender 
plants such as the Hibiscus, a

plants make a gorgeous showing 
where the humidity is high and 
the warm temperature varies lit­ 


tle. However, despite the retard­ 


ing features mentioned there are 
many Hibiscus plants flourishing 
in this area. 


Granted they get hit by occa­ 
sional freezing 
temperatures 
in 
the winter 
and. 
unless 
heavily 
shaded, heat in the summer brings 
conditions that call for the prun­ 
ing 
scissors. 
Hibiscus 
can

grown and adds one of the most 
gorgeous tropical plants to your 
collection.

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W e Need Action on Highway I I I 


Recommendations for highway construe- 
tion in Riverside County, drawn up by cham­ 
bers of commerce in Banning recently, con­ 
tain four which are of much importance to 
[Palm Springs and the Desert Empire, two 
of the utmost importance. 
County Supervisors in approving t h e 
resolution voted, however, that priority re­ 
quests be stricken from the list before it is 
sent to the California Highway Commission. 
One of the four urged for inclusion in 
the 1963-64 budget of the highway commis­ 
sion certainly should be given a high priority 
and earmarked for the earliest possible ac­ 
tion. 
This one is the request for widening 
Highway 111 from its junction with U.S. 
Highways 60-70-99 and Interstate 10 at West 
Falm Springs to Whitewater Point. The re­ 
presentatives of the county chaml>ers urged 
a four-lane, divided thoroughfare for that 
stretch. That would provide four lanes or 
more, divided for safer driving, all of the 
way from most coastal points into Palm 
Springs. 
That improvement is of vital importance 
to Palm Springs. Right now it is a bottleneck 
on weekends and on many ordinary davs. 
With the opening of the Palm Springs Aerial 
Tramway scheduled in less than a year, that 
two-lane road, with its curves and narrow 
underpass will be wholly and dangerously 
inadequate. 
Even its inclusion in the 1963-64 budget 
will be late and there is a threat of some 
great traffic jams during the early months 
of the Tramway. Delay beyond that could 
be serious. 
Another of the four projects affecting 
this area is also of much importance and 
should be given early action. This is the re­ 
quest for widening Highway 111 cast of Pahn

Springs through the rich resort area, to In­ 
dio. This has long been advocated and is 
long overdue. 
The present highway, two lanes except 
for a few wider stretches, has been inade­ 
quate for years. It has been little changed, 
except for the elimination of some of the 
more dangerous blind curves and the instal­ 
lation of a few wide spots, since the days 
when Palm Springs was a little village and 
the desert to the cast was just wide open 
space of sand, brush and a few scattered 
houses. 
Today this area comprises the lush coun- 
trv club and residential area of the Desert 
Empire and the traffic on Highway 111 on 
its quietest day is one hundred fold more 
than it was then on its busiest day. 
Action on the recommendation that H igh­ 
way 111 lie made four-lane, undivided, all 
the way to Indio certainly needs early action. 
Two other recommendations are also im ­ 
portant to the Desert Empire. They ask that 
Highway 60. the main street from Palm 
Springs to the county seat at Riverside, be 
made four-lane its entire distance between 
the two cities. A new freeway is being built 
from the top of Box Springs grade to Sunny- 
mead and will be completed soon. But it still 
will leave a long stretch of two-lane road 
from Sunnymead to the Badlands where a 
four-lane road carries on through the newer 
Jackrabbit Trail into Beaumont and on to 
Palm Springs Junction. 
Proposal for a freeway from Highways 
60-70-99 to 29 Palms via the growing Moron- 
go Valley area, will also cure a congested 
traffic situation.. 
Each of the four projects urged is of 
vital importance to this area but the first 
two mentioned, a full four-lane highway from 
Vest Palm Springs to Indio, are needed now 
and should be given top priority.

’ WASHINGTON — Disarmament 
by the United States—in the form 
of withdrawing strike weapons 
like the reconnaissance-strike ver­ 
sion of the B-70 bomber, and of 
pursuing a non-aggressive strat­ 
egy on the various battlefronts— 
is the core of the policy being 
formulated for the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration by W. W. Rostow, 
chairman of the State Depart­ 
ment Policy Planning Council. 
The rationale of the policy is 
a belief that Russia is also will­ 
ing to disarm in the same areas 
ef weaponry and strategy — but 
needs our example, our leader­ 
ship.In sum, if we "go first,” the 
Soviet Union will follow. It is up 
to us to exploit “overlapping in­ 
terests.” such as peaceful uses 
of Space and the Antarctic, the 
neutralising of Laos, and cultural 
exchanges. 
U.S. In Marginal Role 
Roatow believes we must take 
t responsible attitude on “escala­ 
tion”—that is. see to it that we 
nveid any step-up from guerrilla 
fighting with obsolete weapons to 
national wars with nuclear weap­ 
ons. We must also realize that 
most people in the world are nei­ 
ther Russian nor American, so 
that, in Rostow's words from his 
beok, “The U.S. In The World 
Arena": 
“The role of the United States 
in determining the outcome of the 
world’s history over coming dec­ 
ades will, of course, be margin- 
el."Rostow's competence in Russol- 
ogy is admitted, but his critics 
in the same murky science say 
that he has a couple of appalling 
blind spots. One of these is his 
inability to see how Russian pol­ 
icy alway follows the revolution­ 
ary ebb-tnd-flow pattern. 
Tida Determines Attitude 
Lenin preached it: Stalin fal­ 
lowed it For a Communist lead­ 
er, the tide is at “ebb” when 
nationalism is strong and the 
capitalist powers are armed for 
war. At such a time Communist 


leadership is relatively passive 
and flexible, as when Stalin made 
his pact with Hitler. 
Rostow’s critics in Washington 
say that we are in such a period 
today, but that Rostow mistakes 
Khrushchev’s occasional accom­ 
modations as signs that the USSR 
is mellowing or maturing. They 
say that it is fatal to make deals 
of “overlapping interests" at a 
time when the satellites are rest­ 
less, the Red harvests have failed 
and we have the upper hand in 
over-all m ilitary readiness. As 
surely es the revolutionary tide 
“ flows," Khrushchev will take ad­ 
vantage of economic depression, 
soft-headed pacifism and interna­ 
tionalism. just as Stalin did. 
Russ Fear Hot War 
Rostow's other blind spot is his 
failure to see that Russia fears 
a shooting war. which would de­ 
stroy the hard-won industrial 
build-up and provide the atmos­ 
phere for wholesale mutiny. Con­ 


versely, the Soviet Union thrives 
in a Cold War like Br’er Rabbit 
in the briar patch. To Communist 
leadership, the Cold War of prop­ 
aganda and internal subversion ri 
the People’s War. in which the 
military machines which capital­ 
ist nations once knew how to de­ 
ploy for their own purposes, are 
nullified. 
Rostow wouldn’t be the first of 
whom it has been said, “He has 
every kind of sense but common- 
sense." American power is all 
that holds the world together, 
but Rostow would have us volun­ 
tarily weaken it. Fear of destruc­ 
tion is all that has ever kept Rus­ 
ia from m o v i n g westward 
through Europe to the Atlantic, 
but Rostow would have us calm 
the Russian nuclear jitters and 
agitate our own. Nationalism has 
resisted communism everywhere. 
Rostow writes: “ It is, therefore, 
ar American interest to see an 
end of nationhood." Oh, brother!
